PETROGRAD, Oct. 10,
The Tussinn Wnar Office today an-
nouncfed that Marggrabowa and Lyck,
two Important rallrond centres in East
Pruoasin, had been captured from the

Germans,

By making thelr attack on Marggra-
bowa from the southeast the Rusaians
fareed the Germans to abandon thelr
fortified positions at Barkalozew on the
Roapula River, and Minister of War
Sukhomlinoff, who has returned from the
front with Czar Nicholas, declnred toduy
that every German soldler had been
driven from Russfa south Into the Gov-
ornment of Suwallki,

The Crar was within a dozen miles of
hir troops when by a night attack they
captured the town of Binlln. (Bialla s
five miles Inslde the Prusslan frontisr
and 20 miles southwest of Lyck.) The
Carmmander-In-Chief afterward issued an
army order docliring the Crar's vieit will
insplre every one to new exploits such
an Russin never yet hns meen.

The War Office has issued the following
atatement:

“The Germany are naw on the defensive,
They have all been driven back Into East
Prussia, and by capturing Lyck and
Mitrggiirbowa we have galned n strategi-
cnl position whieh puts the Germans In
i porllous situntion,

“On the left bank of the Vistula our
troops are now engaged with the Aus-
trian and German armies. Heavy fight-
ing Nas besn In progress for two dayvs
without definite results. The enrmmy has
